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CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 19 October 1946 


The admission rate for All Causes registered a decline for the third successive week reaching 
462. However, during the past week the curve leveled off considerably decreasing only one point 
or 0,2 percent. The rate for the corresponding period in 1945 was 528, The appreciable difference 
between the 1945 and 1946 rates during this period is due to the fact that in 1945 during the week 
5 October, the curve ascended sharply and except for a leveling off in November, did not again de- 
cline until the middle of December, whereas for this year the seasonal rise in the morbidity cycle 
has not yet started, Rate increases this week were limited to the Hast coast districts, 4th, 5th, 
6th, 7th and the Potomac and Severn River Commands. The 6th District with a rate increase of 36 
percent for the week is now high with 704, The 13th District is lowest with » rate of 306. 


The rate for Totel Respiratory Diseases which has continued downward for the past four weeks, 
this week increased from 78.8 to 86.9 or 10.3 percent. This compares favorably with the comparable 
rate in 1945 which was 149.2, The districts in which increases occurred this week are the lst, 5th, 
6th, 9th, llth and the River Commands. The rate of 173.6 for the 6th District is high and the rate 
of 34.0 for the 13th District is low. The 5th, 6th, 8th and 9th Districte have retes higher than the 
continental average. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAI, FEVER, ACUTE, The current rate for these diseases is 51.5. This is a 
6.0 percent increase as compared to the rate of 48.6 for the previous week. A year ago the rate was 
almost twice as high, 99.1. The 6th District is high with a rate of 110.9, and the rate for the 5th 
District by increasing 47 percent during the week is now second high et 86.4, The rate of 14.1 for 
the 13th District is low. 


PNEUMONIA-BRONCHO AND LOBAR, A new low for the year was reached for these diseases this week 
with a rate of 0.3. The previous low rate for the year was 0.4 during the week ending 22 June. 
Cases were reported in only the 5th and 7th Districts. A year ago with cases reported in ten of the 
districts the rate wae 1.9, 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, This week's rate is 3.5 as compared with 2.9 for last week and 3.2 for a 
year ago. Cases were revorted in six of the districts. The rate for the 6th District, %6.2, con- 
tinues to be highest, 

TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE, After showing a downward fluctuation last week the rate for 
these infections rose 21.2 percent this week to 31.5, This compsres favorably to the rate of e year 
ago which was 45,0, The rate for the 9th District increased 155 percent during the week and is now 
highest at $1.5. The rate of 5.5 for the 7th District is low. The lst, 5th, 8th and 9th Districts 
have rates higher than the continental average. 


SCARLET FEVER, The rate for this disease is now 0.6 es compared to 1.1 for last week, ané for 
the corresponding period in 1945. Cases were reported in only two of the districts, the 9th and 
loth. 


MEASLES, This disease declined during the week, the rate dropning from 0.8 to 0.5 or 37.5 per- 
cent. Cases were reported in only the 4th, 5th and llth Districts. Of these the 4th District had no 
cases last week,
